Washington, Nov. 39.— China has 
suocoinbed to the inevitable and has 
sued for peace, and her proposal will be 
presented to .lapan throuuli tlio ITnit ; 1 
States miiiistL'rs at I-'<!kiii and Toki >, 
tluis ii.-oiui -1111'; a termina;.ion of thi- 
war a.-i result in part, at loiist, of 

the e.\ercise of tho KO<)d otttC'^s of the 
United States. It is not ptissibia at i;.is 
time to learn tho forms of ( hia i's jiro^,- 
oaiitiou as handed to AluusU-r Uouoy, 
but it is probable that it provides ior 
but two coil ■essiou' — a mouey iudeui- 
nity a'ld a relinquiahment cf aBawain^ 

over i Kiua. 

It is improbable tii.it t!in tir ir t' ade- 
will be acceutaljle to .lupnu, a.-, such 
ovort laes rarely are, but thiii proposi- 
tion will open the way to a oouuter of- 
fer id' terms l>y .Jk'/au rhrou;,'h Minister 
Dun, anil the ueg iiiiitioDs, if .succesnful 
and il they follow the usual course, will 
lead first tu a truce under proper Kuar- 
antee, or a preliminary aKreemeut to 
cease hostdities and tinaily to tho si^ua- 
tare of a detinite treaty of peace. 

Jutst how ttiis propokitiou was brought 
about i.s not yet known. It is probablo, 
however, that as tho matter is in tho 
hands of the American ministers iu 
(.^hina aud .lapan, the visit of Mr. Dot- 
ring, commis.sioaor of maritime customs 
at Tieu Tsin, Japan, can not be direct- 
ly conueoted with the peace negotia- 
tiona as has been supposed.

Kkw Yobk, Nov. 20.— Ordem wore 
issued Wedneaday from the heailqnar 

tors of tho American su^iir rotiwery in 
Wall stfMot to shut down compli'lely ail 
tho refineries ol tiio company in Boston, 
New York and Philadulphia. Fifty 
thousand operativeo will bo aCeotod by 
the olooing of tho augnr worka. 

President H. O. Hitveifioyer of the 
Americas Sugar Retininc couqiauy said 
Wednesday morning: "The su/iir bus 
iness has been b.id for Rome moaths 
past. We have b >en hoping against 
hope all aion;c and tried to weather 
through tho period of depreaaion, (rust- 
ing that bnsineea hlight improve nnd 

th.it we would soon be ;ih;e to run o.ir 
works to their fullo-it capacity, bul 
everylhiuf? was lufainst ns. 

"The reai'tioii 1 11 It followed the p.as- 
sage of t^e tan 11' b,U brou^dit about a 
dull season, and the war ainoni: the 
wholesale grocers in several soctum i o.

The Bui.i.KTiN is not in favor of return- 
ing to the old viva voce way of votintr, 
but we believe that the new law is 
defective. It should be amended, so 
that in cote of a conUsi, and orHy in such 
nvnh, it oonld be proved how man has 
voted. 

This could be done by having the bal- 
lots numbered in consecutive order to 
c-orrespond with the numbers on the 
stubs. Fix the limit as to time for filing 

notice of contests, liave all ballots pre- 
served in the bands of a Commissioner 
until that time expires and allow no 
ballot to be examined except where it 
has been first proved that the vote was 
illegal — no ballots but such as have been 
proved illegal to be examined. 

With such an amendment, guarded by 
rigid penalties, the law oonld not be 
UMd to cover up a fraud.
